WASHINGTON, D. C., March 23.—One of the 
leading anti- Administration Republicans 
of this city is authority for the information 
that Mr. Filley of Missouri, ex-Senator Wm. 
Pitt Kellogg of Louisiana, Gen. Alger of 


Michigan, ex-Senator Platte of New York, ex- 
Gov. Foraker of Ohio and Senator Cullom of 
Illinois comprise an organization which is 
now busy uniting all ssible elements 
against the renomination of President Harrt- 
son. These gentlemen, he stated, had con- 
ferred freely recently, and it was 
understood just how things would stand 
at Minneapolis with the North sO 
badly broken as to discourage Mr. Harrison’s 
supporters.

CAPRIVI RETAINS THE CHANCELLOR- 
SHIP OF THE EMPIRE.

The Kaiser Will Compieto His New Min- 
isterial State To-day—Prince Bismarck 
Il-—Striking Miners Resort to Force— 
Victoria Sojourning in France—General 
Foreign—Brief Mention. 


BERLIN, March 23.—It is just announced 
that Count Otho Von Eulenberg has accepted 
the post of President of the Prussian Minis- 
try, which has been resigned by Chancellor 
Caprivi. The Kaiser has walted until this 
time before filling the office in hopes that 
Caprivi might consent to continue, but Cap- 
rivi has been inflexible, and general wonder 
has beenexpressed that in view of what is 
now known of the Kaiser’s behavior, Caprivi 
even consents to remain as Chancellor. He 
is grossly insulted by the Kaiser, and but for 
the excuse of the Kaiser’s illness he would 
undouDtedly have persisted in complete re- 
tirement from public life. It is stated that 
the Kaiser has not yet decided upon a Minis- 
ter of Public Instruction, but will make his 
selection from three names to be submitted 
to him to-day. 

In regard to Count Von Eulenberg’s per- 
sonai and public history there is nothing to 
add to yesterday’s dispatches. He is the per- 
sonal selection of the Kaiser, a successful 
courtier and a well-educated man of affairs. 
He will be the representative of the Sover- 
eign and not of any party, andthe choice js 
virtually a notice that party government 
through a ministry representing the major- 
ity is not recognized in Prussia. 

At 10 o’clock to-day Chancellor Caprivi 
started again for Huberstock by special com- 
mani of the Kaiser. Itis understood that at 
this meeting the ministerial situation will be 
fully adjusted. The Kaiser has been engaged, 
it is stated, for the past few days in consider- 
ing the selection of a new Prussian Premier 
and a new Minister of Public Instruction,and 
it is possible that other Cabinet changes may 
also take place, Outside of his intimate at- 
tendants the Kaiser sees no one at Huber- 
stock. 

The latest statement in regard tothe Kais- 
er’s health isthat he is suffering from a 
swelling produced by air diffused in the cel- 
lular tissues of the lung and medically known 
asemphysema. The Kaiser also has a slight 
asthma. 


RED TAPE. 


A WRONG-HEADED AMERICAN BULLOCK CREATES

SOJOURNING IN FRANCE—CHINESE 
EXCLUSION—BRIEF MENTION. 


Hreres, France, March 23.—A stringent 
guard is kept about the Hotel Costebelle, 
about two miles from this place, where the 
Queen of England is sojourning. Itis im- 
possible for anything not authorized to ap- 
proach the hotel fromi any direction. A ludi- 
crous incident occurred yesterday, owing to 
the closeness with which the place is 
guarded. The Duke of Connaught, the 
Queen’s third son, was approaching the hotel 
when he was called upon to halt and refused 
admittance by the guards. The latter did 
not recognize the Duke, and when the latter 
persisted in his intention to visit the Queen 
they threatened to arrest him.

CANADIAN GRAIN SHIPMENTS. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 23.—In the House 
of Commons yesterday Mr, Fremont asked 
whether the Government was aware that 
a large portion ofthe surplus grain of Man- 
itoba and the Northwest was now being 
shipped to Europe by way of New York and 
if it was the mtention ofthe Government to 
take any steps as a compensation to Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswicé for their share of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, to insure the 
shipment of this grain at maratime province 
ports in the winter season, Sir John Thomp- 
son said that the Government had knowledge 
of the fact mentioned By Mr. Freemont, and 
was doing all it could tO have the export of 
grain made by the maratime province ports. 


FRENCH MERCANTILE MARINE. 

Paris, March 23.—The Committee of Inguiry 
otthe Chamber of Deputies, engaged with 
the subject of the French mercantile marine, 
bas rejected & proposal toimpose additional 
flag duties on foreign vessels. The commit- 
tee has advised the granting of a bounty of 
175 centimes per ton of displacement and per 
miie traversed on vessels builtin France and 
a similarly computed bounty of 7 centimes 
on French vessels built abroad. 


CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 23.—Mr. Gordon of 
British Columbia has given notice of his tin- 
tention of introducing a bill amending the 
Chinese immigration act by increasing the 
poll tax on Chinese immigrants from $530 to 
$100 per head. The billenacts that after the 
expiration of four months after the passage 
of the aet, Chinese immigration into Canada 
shall be prohibited altogether. 


DR. VAUGHN RECOGNIZED. 

Rome, March 23.—The Pope will recognize 
Dr. Vaughn as Archbishop of Westminster at 
the consistory to be held after Easter. At 
the same time Dr. Casage wiil be recognized 
as the bishop of the new diocese of Valley 
Field, Canada.

Representative Pierce of Tennessee Opens 
the Debate To-Day for the Free Coin- 
age Side—Filibustering to Be Shut Off 
by the Rules Committee—Mr. Bland 
Confident. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 23.—The silver 
debate in the House of Kepresentatives to- 
day showed an intensity of public interest in 
the great question which now faces the Fifty- 
second Congress for solution and threatens to 
become a political issue in the presidentia 
campaign of the autumn, The speeches were 
aliof a strongly positive character. They 
were arguments which have carried convic- 
tion upon the sides they respectively repre- 
sent, and they are uncompromising in their 
declarations of the policy which should be 
pursued. Gradually the conviction is forcing 
itself upon the members that it is to bea 
drawn battle; that the issue is one which can- 
not be averted, and that the day is near at 
hand when the House of Representatives must 
declare on a yea and nay vote its position on 
the great question of free coinage.. The 
gentlemen who pinned their hopes 
on the chances of a compromise 
at. the last hour by the substitution of a 
bill provyding for an inter-national mometary 
congress are Josing courage to-day, and even 
the indomitable Mr. Tracey of New York 
concedes that the free coinage bill will have 
a clear majority if a final vote is ever 
reached on its passage. Just what he 
and his anti-free coinage associates 
will do to avert this final vote he has not yet 
announced, but Chairman Bland and his 
friends fully expect filibustering tactics to- 
morrow on the part of their opponents, and 
already rumors are rife that the Commit- 
tee on Rules will, in this event, be requested 
to promptly report a rule naming a day 
and hour for taking a finai vote. In this man- 
ner only can interminable filibustering be 
prevented, and the free coinage men are pre- 
paring to demand the remedy upon the very 
first manifestation of need for it. 

TACTICS OF THE ANTIS. 

Mr. Tracey announces that the first motion 
to be made by the opponents of the bill at the 
conclusion of the debate and before any dis- 
position to filibuster is manifested will be in 
the form of a resolution recommitting the bill 
to the Coinage Committee, with instructions 
to report a substitute bill providing for an 
international monetary congress for the 
adjustment ofthe silver problem. It is be- 
lieved that this motion will receive the sup- 
port of many gentlemen who will otherwise 
feel com pelied to votegfor free coinage and 
that it is therefore the strongest motion that 
can be made by the opponents ofthe bill. If 
it is defeated all the resources of parliament- 
ary rules will then be invoked totire out the 
friends of the billand prevent a final vote up- 
on its passage. 

The galleries were crowded when the 
Speaker rapped the Houseto order at noon 
to-day and there was no abatement of the 
general interest manifested at the opening of 
the debate on yesterday. 

A LARGE AUDIENCE, 

The floor and lobbies of the House, too, 
were weli-crowded with ex-members and 
Senators attracted by the great interest of 
the occasion, and on a sofa in the rear of the 
hall was seated Hon. A. J. Warner, 
well known as one or the fathers 
of the free coinage, movement, 
and during the day the herculean 
ex-member held frequent consultations with 
Representatives Blandand Pierce and other 
leaders in the cause of free silver. 

In the galleries were seated many 
bankersand financial experts from all over 
the country, and the Western Union wires 
on the outside were busy bearing the hasty 
messages that flashed to the country the 
progress of the discussion and convéyed to 
the great financial centers every indication 
that appeared in the political atmosphere. 

**I desire to give notice,’’ said Chairman 
Bland at the opening of the debate, ‘‘that at 
20’clock to-morrow I shall demand the pre- 
vious Question on the silver bill and pending 
amcndments.’’ 

This means merely that general debate 
will close at 20’clock to-morrow and thata 
final vote will then be taken onthe bill and 
amendments unless its opponents inaugurate 
a series of filibustering tactics. 

The first speaker of the day was Represen- 
tative Pierce of Tennessee, the able young 
lieutenant of Chairman Bland on the Coinage 
Committee. 

MR. PIERCE’S SPEECH. 

‘*In a discussion of the pending measure,’’ 
said Mr. Pierce, **if I Gid not belleve that the 
unlimited coinage of silver wasfor the best 
interests of the people of the whole 
country I should pot so warmly sup- 
port this measure. It is only y¥ £0O- 
ing back tothe past of this question of bi- 
metalism that wecan properly understand 
this great question—for the question of to- 
day is whether we shail bave bimetal- 
ism or monometalism. Going back 
to '1816,. beginning with the action 
of the great nations of the world upon this 
question we find that great industrial Eng- 
land was prosperons and happy until she 
struck down silver and made it one of her 
coin metals. The voice of labor then, as 
now, was unheeded, and the result was 
that the next three years witnessed a period 
of depression, distress and suffering hitherto 
unknown inthe kingdom of Great Britain. 
This is a matter of history and cannot be con- 
troverted.’”’

4 (on dramshops) of chap- 
ter 837 (on revenue) of the Revised Ordinances 
of the city of St. Louis: 

No person or copartnership of persons or 
corporation shall in this city, directly 
or indirectly, in person or by another, sell, 
barter or deliver, for or on his or their ac- 
rount, any intovicating liquors in quantities 

less than one gallon without a license first 
obtained therefor, according to the pro- 
wisions of this article, as a keeper of a dram- 
shop. 
Sec. 1433 of art. 4 (on dramshops) of chap- 
ter 37 (on revenue) of the Revised Ordinances 
of the city of St. Louis: 

The Coilector shall not grant a license to 
any person who has ever been convicted of a 
wiolation of any of the provisions of this 
article. 


THE EVIDENCE. 

The Pearl Saloon was opened without a 
license in April, 1891, on the corner of Park 
and California avenues. The manager, Mr. 
Beckman, was prosecuted by citizens of the

A GRAVE WARNING. 


DIsPATCH of several members of the late 
Grand-jury with reference to the Ziegen- 
hein investigation were remarkable reve- 
lations of the ease with which that body 
was steered out of the line of a duty by 
political wire-pullers. It is claimed that 
certain cases of alleged violations of the 
dramshop law were examined by the jury, 
but that no evidence to sustain the charges 
was found. Yetthere were other cases in 
which the fact of the violation of the law 
was known to members of the jury, but 
they were not touched. Not a single case 
apparently of the many which had been 
made notorious by public protests, and in 
which godd evidence could have been 
easily secured as the names of the wit- 
nesses had been published, was investi- 
gated. 

It would ordinarily be a puzzling matter 
to determine how it was that only bad 
cases were brought before the Grand-jury 
and good cases were avoided, while wit- 
nesses with sound testimony were not per- 
mitted to give it. But there is nothing 


strange about it in view of the fact that As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney ZACHRITZ, 


an 
avowed retainer of ZIEGENHEIN, directed 
the investigation, and was assisted by 


ZIEGENHEIN’S faithful henchman and dep- 


uty, WURTZBURGER. 

The puzzling thing about this farcical in- 
vestigation is that twelve citizens could be 
found who would consent to be pulled 
around by the nose to do the work of a 
disreputable political combination, who 
would permit themselvesin the exercise 
of a high public trust to be made the tools 
of tricksters for the purpose of bambooz- 
ling the people in the interest of a spoils 
machine. 

The disgraceful fact affords a striking

Evidence Grand-Juryman 
Gilbert Did Not Give. 


The 


He Knew of Direct Violation of the 
Dramshop Law. 


REMARKABLE ATTITUDE OF THE JUROR 
AND HIS FATHER. 


They Had Both Watched the City Ordi- 
nance Set at Naught by the Collector 
and Had Protested Actively~Mr. Gil- 
bert’s Weak Apology for Locking the 
Story in His Bosom—The Collector’s 
Illegal Action Plainly Set Out. 


One Grand-juryman of the twelve who al- 

lowed Assistant Circuit Attorney William 
Zachritz and Deputy Collector Julius Wurtz- 
burger to persuade them that Collector Zie- 
genhein had not violated the law knew much 
better than that. 
This was Matthew J. Gilbert, the secretary 
of the Gilbert Book Co. His father, William 
J. Gilbert is the presideat of the com- 
pany, and was until lately a director 
of the Mercantile Club. Both gentlemen like 
to pose among their acquaintances as 
apostles of morality and reform, and indeed 
it was the seal ofthe senior Gilbert in this 
direction that led to his quarrel in the Mer- 
cantile Club and his leaving the directory. 
At the beginning of this year the two Gilberts 
devoted some attention toa matterin which 
Collector Ziegenhein more than once violated 
the dramshop law, and Matthew Gilbert 
went into the Grand-jury room the other day 
with a thorough knowledge of the case and 
the names of the witnesses at his hand. 

Yet he did not allude to the case once, when 
the Grand-jurors, ontheir oath, had to de- 
decide whether or not the Collector had vio- 
lated the law. 

When Mr. Gilbert went on the Grand-jury 
he took an Oath to do his duty to the people 
without fear or favor, andif he did not the 
people whose interests were in his hands 
ought to know It. 

MR. GILBERT’S SALOON FIGHT. 
January President W. J. Gilbert, 
the father of the Grand-juryman, asked 
the PostT-DISPATCH to help him 
expose an outrageous violation of the dram.- 
sbop laws by Collector Ziegenhein. Mr. Gil- 
bert then told the story of the Pearl saloon, 
which had been established on the northwest 
corner of Park and California avenues in plain 
evasion of thelaw. The Pearl saloon, Mr. 
Gilbert said, was opened last April withouta 
license. The Griesediek Brewing Co. owned 
the saloon and had a nominal proprietor in 
charge. A petition was filed with the 
Collector for the license, and he was 
about to issue it on the petition when the 
people opposed to the saloon heard of the 
scheme and went down to the Collector’s 
office to protest. They got the petition and 
showed the reluctant Collector that it had 
not a majority of the assessed tax-paying 
citizens, as the law directs. The petition he 
was about to accept as satisfactory, they 
showed him had only one-third of the real 
tax-payers of the block, and hardly one- 
third of the land owners, only three of those 
having signed it. 

he Colléctor then was prevented from ille- 
gally grantingthe license, and then losing 
the petition in the cellar with those other dis- 
puted. petitions; but he took no steps to shut 
up the saloon, which the brewing company 
kept on running without a license. The peo- 
ple went tothe Collector again and insisted 
on his prosecuting the saloon manager. 
Forced to do it, he brought Mr. Beckman, the 
manager, before the police court. The case 
was plain and he wasfined $300. 

The Griesedieck Brewing Co. hasas much 
influence with Mayor Noonan as with Collec- 
tor Ziegenhein, and the Mayor remitted the 
fine. The salooncontinued to _ sell Nquor 
without a license, and the Collector let it go 
on. The protestants were indignant. They 
employed Attorney Thos. B. Harvey and de- 
manded ofthe Collector that the saloon 
should be prosecuted and closed. He made 
another case, and Beckman was again fined 
$200 in the Police Court. 

Mayor Noonan again remitted the fine and 
the saloon went on, selling without a license. 
Twice more the property owners had the sa- 
loon-Keeper prosecuted in court. Twice 
mvure the saloon-keeper was fined $300. Twice 
more Mayor Noonan remitted the fine. . 

Probably somebody then gave the officials 
who were conniving at this lamentable exhl- 
bition Of lawlessness, a hint that $1,200 was 
enough for the Mayor to give the brewery 

out of the city’s funds. 
At any rate the people interested 
inthe saloon, determined to stop breaking 
the lawand to evade it, feeling assured vf 
the Collector’s cordialsympathy. The brew- 
ery bought forty-seven feet of ground in the 
block and divided it among sworn people, 
whose names were added to the saloon peti- 
tion. Then, by refusing to count Mrs, Gil- 
bert, who owned property on the 
block jointly with her husband, 
Vollector Ziegenhein claimed that the 
petition had a majority ofthe taxpayers and 
granted the license. 

T HE LAW DIRECTLY VIOLATED. 

The real majority, the people who were 
known by Collector Ziegenhein to be the bona 
fide majority, were thus deprived of the 
rights granted to them by the dramshop law. 

Of course the Collector violated the pe- 
tition clause of the dramshop law in giving 
this license. To discuss that would be 
frivolous. 

In issuing the license at all, no matter how 
many taxpayers had signed the petition, the 
Collector violated the dramshop law again 
directly. Sec. 1,453 says: 

The Collector shall not grant a license to any per- 
son who has ever been convicted of a violation of 
any of the provisions of this article. 

Yet, when the Collector issued the license, 
he knew that the man to whom he gave it, 
had just been convicted four times in succes- 
sion of a violation of ‘‘the provisions of this 
article,’’ and was fined $300 each time. 

GRAND-JUROR GILBERT UNDERSTOOD IT. 

This was the situation when the senior 
Gilbert discussed the tyranny of Collector 
Zeigenhein with the Post-D1IsPatcH. His 
son, the grand-juror, had heartily co. 
operated with his father up to this point. To 
say that he did not understand the matter 
clearly would be a reflection upon the young 
man’s intelligence. He understood that the 
law had been broken, and he knew just how. 

MR, GILBERT GETS TIMID. 

After the story of the Pearl saloon had been 
published, and while the PostT-DISPATCH was 
printing nearly every day some other in.- 
stance ofthe Collector’s abuse of power, the 
senior Gilbert and his son were as pleased as

MADE IN CHRISTMAS WEEK. 

The will was made during Christmas week, 
Dec. 27, 1890. The witnesses are Leo Ras- 
sieur,Jr,W.B.Snurnacher and Benjamin S8up- 
pan. The only mention of his wife is in the 
first bequeathing paragraph of the will, as 
follows: - 

First. I give and bequeath unto my wife, Isabella, 
all the personal vroperty,of whatsoever kind and de- 
scription, t may be contained or found in my 

ence, after my death, and alsu my horse, 
vehicie and contents of my stabie. 

All the rest of his property is then given to 
the St. Louls Trust Co., to be divided accorda- 
ing to the legacies that follow. The company 
is to take Charge of the entire estate which is 
not directly bequeathed ctherwise, and in- 
vest the money. The income is to be ap- 
plied, first, to‘‘the payment of all my just 
debts.’’ 

The company is next directed to create a 
fund of $8,000 and invest it, allowing it to ac- 
cumulate till Mr. Hoffman’s grandson,James 
H, Ward, the sonof Thomas Ward of Kirk- 
wood, the Levee ship stores man, Is 25 years 
old, when the fund shall be given to him. | 

The company shall also create another fund 
of $8,000, whichisto be invested similarly, 
and turned over to his other young grandson, 
Henry Ward, the son ofthe same Thomas 
Ward, 

CUTTING OUT HIS SON-IN-LAW. 

Inthe next clause of the will Mr. Hoff- 
man shows the strong dislike he entertrined 
for his daughter’s husband. 

Another $8,000 Is|to be invested and given 
to his daughter, the wifeof Thomas Ward, 
when she shall becomea widow. If she dies 
before her husband, the money ts not to go to 
him but to the two grandchildren 
mentioned and other children she may have.

Then follow some bequests which have 
startied the relatives. He givesto the Good 
Samaritan Hospital on Jefferson avenue and 
Dayton street a valuable lot, 61 feet front, on 
Pine and Fourteenth streets. The Memorial 
Home, near Tower Grove, gets the property 
on the corner of Fourteenth and Center 
streets. The Home of the Friendlessor Old 
Ladies’ Home on South Broadway gets the 
largest bequest. He gives it the three lots 
and houses, No. 2153-2137 Engenia street, the 
three-story brick house in which he died, 
with its land, on Chouteau avenue, and the 
seven lots on Pennsylvania avenue. 

All the rest of his estate is to be divided be- 
tween these three charitable institutions,

RUN DOWN BY CABLE CARS. 


Four Accidents To-Day on the Western 
Extension of the Citizens’ Line. 


The gripmen on the Citizens’ cable road 
hada lively time this morning overturning 
wagons, buggies and other vehicles. They 
seemed to have an especially good run to-day 


bringing the record upto four before the day 
was Nalf over. 

All of the smashups occurred on_ the west- 
ern division of the road within a few blocks 
of the power-house, and in each instance 
the vehicle struck was overturned and the 
drivers thrown intothe mud, which along 
there is several inches deep and of a very 
nasty quality. The first victim was 
a gardner named Peters, who was coming in 
from his truck farm ona largeempty wagon 
to get a load of fertilizer. Grip No. 54 came 
along, and Peters did not get off the track 
soon enough, so the gripman helped him and 
overturned the wagon right at Vandeventer 
avenue, where a branch of the Lindell 
railway crosses. Peters was dumped 
in the mud, and the body 
of his wagon thrown off of the bed. Peters 
unhitched his horses and left the wagon in 
the street and started forhome. The wagon 
is still there. A little while lAtera wagon 
load of garden truck was upset, but the 
wagon not being damaged it was righted and 
the owner drove off without entering a com- 
plaint or giving his name. 

About this time another accident occurred 
a little farther west which might have been 
very serious. S. H.*kehrman,(Jr., manager 
of the Elleard Floral ©Co., was driving in his 
buggy with a little girl, when a grip car 
struck the vehicle and overturned it, throw- 
ing them bothin the mud, but fortunately 
doing no damage totheir persons.

Now they have taken a heroic step 
and the prospects of winning at last are very 
favorable. We are modest in our request 
and accordingly we Go not i be- 
lieve we will ve any 
trouble in settling matters amicably. 
We just ask that one hour be dropped from 
the required day’s work without a corre- 
+ pape decrease in pay. This would make 
the average pay about cents per hour in- 
stead of 25 cents asit is at present. The 
union did not give any extended notice for 
the reason that the past history of strikes 
has demonstrated it would be 
unwise, The last we struck 
we lost because gave such 
notice and men were brought from far and 
near totake our places. You can say that we 
intend to proceed in a dignified and orderly 
way and that we are ready to hold out a 
long time.

FOUND DYINGIN A ROOM IN O’NEILL’s

His Effects Give no Information as to His 
Identity, and His Efforts to Talk Were

An intelligent, Well-dressed and apparently 
well-to-do young man is dying at the City 
liospital from a bullet wound in the fore- 
nead, over the righteye. How he came by 
his injury, and whether it is an attempted 
suicide or murder, is hot known, nor has the 
{dentity of the young man been as yet re- 
yealed. 

At abouts o’clock this morning Wm. Mc- 
Kenzie, the night clerE at John O’Niel’s 
hotel, 1119 Poplar street, opposite the Union 
Depot, called in Officers King and Corcoran 
ofthe depotsquad.
